Early rains do not mean a wet winter in 


southern California. They may mean the op- 
posite, as shown by a record in the Argus 
office dating back fifty-five years. 


However, there are some fairly scientific 


predictions that we will get more than a nor- 
mal rainfall. There is some scientific basis 
for the theory of wet and dry cycles, based 
on planetary and solar juxtapositions, sun- 
spots and other variable conditions in the 
solar system. 


It's well to trust in Providence, but a wise 


plan to own plenty of water stock. 


Fine Walnut Outlook— 


While there are still some "ifs" in the equa- 


tion, such as an unusual and burning hot spell 
in September, it is now virtually assured that 
the walnut harvest this year will be the great- 
est in the history of the Pacific coast. 


The salable unshelled walnut yield has been 


estimated by the control board of the Califor- 
nia Walnut Growers association as 930,000 
bags, including California, Oregon and Wash- 
ington. This is sixty-five per cent of the actual 
estimated yield, the remainder being in the 
doubtful class from the merchantable stand- 
point. 


More important, is the fact that the walnut 


growers have worked out a financing and 
marketing system which has worked greatly 
to their advantage in recent years. The wal- 
nut industry, for this reason, has been stag- 
ing a come-back in advance of many farm 
commodities. The Puente and Covina valley 
walnut area is showing this new trend in a 
better and more stable price for walnut land 
and bearing orchards. 


Justice Long Delayed— 


We need an adequate, honest old-age pen- 


sion system in this country, not one that is as 
insulting as contained in the recently-adopted 
social security bill. 


The words "social security" sound good 


rolling over the radio, but the legislation 
under that name is a fraud. This newspaper 
has said several times that it would support 
the Townsend old-age pension plan in prin- 
ciple, not because we believe that the whole 
plan is workable and feasible, although we 
are not prepared to say that it isn't. But be- 
cause it is the greatest and most effective 
piece of publicity that has ever been devised 
to hasten the day of a real condition of social 
security. It has focussed the minds of the 
country on the need for adequate pensions for 
the aged, and pointed out powerfully the 
beneficial influence it will exercise on con- 
sumer buying power. If the Townsend plan 
is never adopted it will be the father of ade- 
quate old-age pensions in this country. 


We seldom get what we pray for, but the

bring to us blessings in a different and per- 
haps better form. This country may not an- 
swer the prayer of the Townsend plan sup- 
porters in full, but be assured that the Town- 
send movement will be responsible for the 
removal of that blot on our civilization—the 
spectre of want, the lack of security and com- 
fort for those who have labored long and well 
and faithfully in the work of the world, and 
who have justly earned the right to life's 
eventide in peace. 


Blessings in Disguise— 


God's pity must surely go out to those chil- 


dren, wherever they are, who are under- 
nourished and in want during this long and 
senseless depression. 


But while we know there are plenty of such 


cases, we should also remember that most 
crrldren are not actually aware of any limi- 
tations. Their parents may be getting pre- 
maturely gray with worry, but the great per- 
centage of childhood is playing happily, going 
to school, eating enough even if denied many 
delicacies, sleeping in warm beds. 


Many millions of them no doubt will look 


upon 1930 to 1935 as a happy period, even as 
this writer remembers 1893-95, not as a time 
when the elders were planning desperately to 
keep a roof over our heads, but a time when 
the restrictions of poverty drew the entire 
family nearer to each other; when expedien- 
cies resorted to brought joy, and stored the 
memory with pleasant things. 


Political Currents Seek 
New Channels — 


That politics has as many vagaries as a river 


at flood is revealed again by the peculiar posi- 
tion of the Democrats in Calfiornia. A pecu- 
liar position and mystifying to all except those 
who make a study of practical politics. 


In the governorship campaign the conser- 


vative Democrats feared Upton Sinclair, and 
they obeyed their right-wing leaders by vot- 
ing for Merriam, Republican, resulting in 
Merriam's victory. The Epics, or Democratic 
left-wingers, lost the state election but elected 
their state senator, Olson, who is the legal 
and titular head of the state's Democratic 
party. 


There is every evidence that the Epics are 


stronger with President Roosevelt than are 
the right-wing Democrats in this state. Epic 
coiigresbioiial candidates will !>e stronger than 
horseradish in next year's primaries. They 
stand to win most of the districts, especially 
in the south. 


At the general election in the fall the con- 


servatice Democrats will vote for Republican 
candidates. Coalition of conservative Demo- 
crats and Republicans will result in Repub- 
lican victories, in the same fashion that Mer- 
riam was elected. If Roosevelt favors the 
Epics too strongly it is quite possible that the 
state will be carried by the Republican presi- 
dential candidate. 


Conservative Democrats, flirting with the 


idea of running for congress, can find little 
ground for believing they have a chance for 
nomination. There will be few of them to 


the 


When a nation succumbs to the sophistry 


that where crime cannot be eliminated it 
should be acquiesced in and legalized, that 
nation is threatened with serious moral de- 
cadence. 


Proposals that congress legalize lotteries to 


raise money for charity, to pay the soldiers' 
bonus, or for any subterfuge means that we 
should surrender to the gambling mania, and 
condone and give authority to a crime. That 
other nations do it should have no weight 
with America. 


The gambling urge is almost inherent in 


the human race, but that doesn't mean that 
we should give up the fight to curb it and 
control it. To the extent that we have elim- 
inated or controlled wrong impulses have we 
progressed in civilization. The fight against 
wrong will never end on this earth, but to 
cease fighting means to lose all we have gain- 
ed. So long as a crime is named as a crime, 
and made an outlaw, there is moral strength 
in people. Many and various epitaphs have 
been penned for dead civilizatioris, but they 
can all be summed into one: "They ceased to 
fight for that which is right."

When the liberals and conservatives unite 
they are numerically stronger than the radi- 
cals, even in these troublous times. 


Young men and women of the Republican 


party who are qualified for congressional 
office should be ready to lake advantage of 
this opportunity. Their chances of election 
are better ihf.fi at any time in the last three 
congressional elections. With a somewhat 
similar condition existing in a majority of 
the states, including the deep south, these 
young Republicans will in all probability be 
engaged next fall in organizing the House of 
Representatives with a strong Republican 
preponderance. 


A Real Estate Lesson— 


The principal benefit that will come from 


the El Monte small-homes project sponsored 
by the county and the federal government 
will be to publicize the fact that home build- 
ing should be encouraged in a similar fashion 
by commercial subdivisionists. 


When we analyze this project we find that 


its advantages are the same advantages as 
should be offered to all who have very modest 
incomes, especially young couples starting 
married life. The chief reason for the break- 
down in home installment buying, a break- 
down which started in southern California 
fifteen and not just five years ago, lies in too 
large an investment in the first place, an in- 
vestment which the average 
wage-earner 


could not pay out on unless he had excep- 
tionally-good fortune in remaining employed 
all the time, with not expensive sicknesses 
or other unforeseen drains on his income. 


To succeed even in this exceptional El 


Monte experiment, the income must be 
around one hundred dollars per month and 
be reasonably certain of continuing near that 
figure. He is obligated to pay thirteen dollars 
a month on his contract, and has ten years to 
retire it. Such a contract is nearer to sanity 
and good sense than those thousands of others 
where five thousand dollars was the average 
principal, with eight per cent interest, and 
seven and one-half years to pay. Most of 
these contracts, virtually impossible of fulfill- 
ment by the average wage-earner, went back 
to banks and investment companies, and drug- 
ged the realty market. Those fantastic con- 
tracts have made many thousands of citizens 
cynical of the home-owning idea. 


If this El Monte land chest project points 


the way to commercial companies, so that 
homes to everyone can be obtained on sen- 
sible contracts, it will have done more than it 
can ever be hoped for the actual project itself. 
Small, modest, cheaply-built but adequate 
homes for young wage-earning people, minus 
unnecessary frills and protected from addi- 
tional street and lighting assessments until 
the first contract is fulfilled, with a longer 
time to pay and lower interest—these provi- 
sions will revive home-building in southern 
California. A revival cannot come thru high- 
pressure antics and contracts that are too stiff 
in terms for the wage-earner.

Work Starts on 
Cajalco Dam and 
Reservoir 


Launching of work was started 


this week on Cajalco dam and res- 
ervoir, one of the largest single 
units of the Colorado river aqueduct 
project, according to an announce- 
ment from the office of General 
Manager F. E. Weymouth of the 
Metropolitan water district. 


Schedule*! to- coat, approximately 
$6,500,000, the dam and reservoir will 
be located about twelve miles south- 
west of Riverside, at the western end 
of the main aqueduct line to the 
Colorado river. The reservoir is to 
form the connecting link between 
the main aqueduct and the distribu- 
tion system which will carry water 
to the thirteen member cities of the 
Metropolitan water district. 


Approximately a half mile long 


and 185 feet high, Cajalco dam will 
create a lake three and one-half 
miles in length and one and one- 
half miles wide, forming a new 
beauty spot in southern California. 


Nestled in the rolling hills of the 


Gavilan range, the new lake will 
have a capacity of 100,000 acre feet 
of water. The dam will be of earth- 
fill construction.

Sales Taxes Gain in 
Second Quarter 


California sales taxes for the sec- 


ond quarter of this year have reach- 
ed a record total of $16,725,000. This 
is $3,385,000 more than the total for 
the corresponding period in 1934 and 
marks an increase of 26.33 per cent, 
according to the state board of 
equalization, under whose direction 
the tax is collected.

volume of trade, since a change in 
the law has required retailers to pay 
the tax on credit sales during the 
quarter in which the transactions 
occur instead of deferring payments 
of the tax until collections are made 
from customers." 


Since total collections for the first 


three months of the year reached 
$14,704,000, which was 15 per cent 
over the corresponding period of 
1934, the sales tax for April, May 
and June will bring the total for the 
first half of the year to $31,429,000.
